MUSEUM AND CINEMA 
Mr. Philip H. Mitchiner and Dr. John O. Oliver, honorary 
secretaries of the Museum Committee, have prepared a 
scheme whereby the Museum and Cinema can be run 
efficiently in a somewhat modified form for the sum now 
allotted. The expenses of the scheme are still so great as 
to allow of little or no margin, and the Museum Committee 
has decided that no insurance of specimens will be possible 
this vear ; all exhibitors must therefore understand that 
whilst every reasonable care will be taken with all 
specimens and material submitted, no financial responsi- 
bility whatsoever will rest with the committee or its 
secretaries, and that all specimens or exhibits must be 
offered and are accepted on this understanding. It is 
nevertheless believed and hoped that there will in conse- 
quence of it be no diminution in the material offered for 
exhibition, as it is the wish of the committee that the 
Museum for the Centenary Meeting shall be worthy of the 
exceptional occasion. The Museum will be arranged in 
four very large rooms at the Royal School of Mines, 
Prince Consort Road, South Kensington, S.W.7. 

The present scheme allows for the use of the large 
examination hall as the Museum proper. This will house 
all the pathological specimens in jars, and, in addition, 
he Picture Gallery to be provided by the Tropical Section.

The Council of the British Medical Association has 
decided to offer prizes for short clinical papers by fourth 
and subsequent year medical students and newly qualified 
practitioners, under the heading ‘‘ Describe three cases 
of medical interest which have been under your care and, 
for each case, discuss differential diagnosis, aetiology, 
methods of prevention (where available), treatment, and 
prognosis.’’

For each group a prize consisting of a certificate signed 
by the President of the Association, together with « 
cheque for £10, will be available. Each clinical paper, 
which must not exceed 1,500 words (about equivalent to 
a page of the British Medical Journal), will be adjudicated 
upon by examiners appointed by the Council from among 
members of the Association not resident in the area of the 
group in question. If in the case of any group no clinical 
Paper received is considered by the examiners to be 
deserving of a prize, no prize will be awarded in that 
sroup. Each paper must be plainly written or typed on 
foolscap (one side only), and reach the Medical Secretary, 
British Medical Association House, Tavistock Square, 
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London, W.C.1, not later than April 15th, 1933. Each 
paper must be signed by a pseudonym only, and be

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SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 
The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of a certificate and a money award of fifty guineas, is 
again open for competition in respect of 1933. The 
following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in gencral practice; it includes 
a money award of the value of fifty guineas. 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 

3. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
3ist, 1932, and the prize will be awarded at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Association to be held in July, 1933. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address.

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LINCOLNSHIRE BRANCH 


The first annual general meeting of the Lincolnshire Branch 
was held at the George Hotel, Grantham, on June 23rd. 
pr. C. rier, the president, entertained all members from a 
distance to lunch. There was a numerous attendance from 
all over the county. ie 

Dr. FRIER showed on the screen a slide of the beautiful 
coloured memorial window to Sir Charles Hastings to be 
unveiled in Worcester Cathedral on July 24th. 

In his presidential address Dr. Frier reviewed the changing 
aspect of medicine from the days of the carbolic spray and 
the dressings done in the wards by students straight from the 
dissecting rooms. He drew attention to the change in 
character of diseases. Some had become obsolete—such as 
typhus and hydrophobia ; others due to improved methods 
of treatment or advance in sanitation had to some extent 
Jost their terrors, notably diphtheria and typhoid. Scarlet 
fever and small-pox had seemingly lost their virulence. On 
the other hand, measles had become more deadly, while 
appendicitis and diseases of nervous origin—due to the 
present-day stress of life—had enormously increased. 

Dr. Frier generously presented to the new Branch the very 
handsome gold badge and sash of the president and the gold 
badge and ribbon of the secretary. He hoped that the new 
Branch would pull its weight. 

Dr. STANLEY Wiite exhibited two films depicting the way 
in which diphtheria antitoxin was prepared and standardized. 
The films also showed the manner in which vaccines were 
made on a large scale, the preparation of calf lymph, and 
certain aspects of laboratory work, notably in connexion with 
scarlet fever antitoxin and its standardization. During the 
course of his address on some recent aspects of biological 
therapy, Dr. White discussed the modern dosage of diphtheria 
antitoxin, particularly in regard to its intravenous use. 
Reference was also made to the methods of actively immuniz- 
ing against diphtheria, and the advantages and disadvantages 
of the methods available. Discussing scarlet fever antitoxin, 
the lecturer suggested that this probably represented the 
greatest advance in serum therapy since Behring’s work in 
1891. It was unfortunate that the medical profession still 





confused scarlet fever antitoxin with the old polyvalent 
anti-streptococcus serum. Scarlet fever antitoxin had a wider 
application than its name suggested. The streptococcus 


haenolytic toxins were very closely related to one another, 
and although it wus possible to distinguish erysipelas toxin, 
scarlet fever toxin, and, for that matter, a streptococcal toxin 
obtained from a case of puerperal septicaemia, in actual 
clinical practice scarlet fever antitoxin was applicable to each 
condition. Dr. White briefly referred to the extraordinary 
results that had followed the use of Felton’s serum, and also 
made a passing reference to the new ulcerative colitis anti- 
streptococcus serum, staphylococcal antitoxin, and_ gas- 
gangrene antitoxin. IT1e went on to refer to vaccine therapy, 
particularly regarding its application to respiratory conditions 
and chronic arthritis, and concluded his remarks with a 
reference to tuberculosis. He referred to the work which 
had been done during the last year or two in America in 
connexion with the chemistry of the tubercle bacillus. It 
was now possible to make a tubercle ultra-protein which was 
free from extraneous protein likely to be derived from the 
medium on which the organism was grown. ‘This was im- 
portant when it came to a diagnostic skin test because a 
reaction might conceivably follow in a patient who had an 
allergic tendency and was not actually tuberculous. 

A hearty vote of thanks to Dr. White for his address was 
proposed by Dr. WitLouGuBy SmirH and seconded by Dr. 
A. WILson. ;

METROPOLITAN CountTIFsS BRANCH: LEWISHAM DrvisIon 
A clinical meeting of the Division was held, by courtesy of 
Dr. H. Nockolds, medical superintendent, at Lewisham 
Hospital. 

A series of cases of osteomyelitis were demonstrated. 

1. A boy of 10, who had sustained an abrasion over the left 
tibia, subsequently developed a Staphylococcus aureus sep- 
ticaemia ; septic foci appeared in the right femur, right ulna, 
and left great toe, with the further complication of suppurative 
pericarditis. The femur was dealt with by free drainage, but 
owing to the onset of pericarditis and cardiac embarrassment 
the other foci were treated generally by intravenous injection 
(50 c.cm. daily for five days) of Staphylococcus aureus anti- 
toxin (B.W. and Co.). The pericarditis was treated by aspira- 
tion on three occasions, when 7 0z., 5 oz., and 3 oz. of pus 
were withdrawn. The temperature subsided, and except for 
a pathological fracture of the neck of the right femur, 
recovery is satisfactory. X-ray films showed each lesion 
and its progress under treatment. 

2. Osteomyelitis of the os calcis in a boy of 11. Here, on 
removing the sequestrum, it proved to consist of the whole 
bone. Subsequent x-ray films show satisfactory bone formation. 

3. Young adult male with osteomyelitis of the region of 
symphysis pubis with abscess draining into the bladder. 
This subsided after aspiration, and proved to be due to 
Streptococcus haemolyticus. Two years previously the left 
leg was amputated for tuberculous infection of the knee-joint. 

4. Osteomyelitis of -the whole of the shaft of the right 
humerus following septic abortion. X-ray film showed well- 
formed involucrum, while the sequestrum consisted of the 
entire bone. 

5. Girl, aged 19, with osteomyelitis of right femur, admitted 
as a case of acute rheumatism. About three-quarters of the 
shaft had separated as sequestrum, but new bone formation 
was entirely satisfactory. There was still considerable limita- 
tion of movement in the knee-joint. 

6. Female, aged 72, admitted with epigastric pain, vomiting, 
and wasting. X-ray film of barium meal demonstrated the 
existence of a marked constriction on the stomach outline, 
through which only a trickle of barium could pass, and a 
large ulcer in the lesser curvature. Test meal proved hyper- 
acidity. Case at first was regarded as malignant, but within 
forty-eight hours of being put on an alkaline mixture and a 
diet of milk and eggs, symptoms were materially improved. 
Subsequent «x-ray films showed the gradual healing of the 
ulcer and disappearance of the constriction, which was there- 
fore due to spasm occasioned by the ulcer, and the question 
of malignancy was finally excluded. 

X-ray films of various obstetrical abnormalities were shown 
and discussed. Version, after preliminary *#-ray. examination, 
was advocated in every case of persistent breech presentation. 


METROPOLITAN Counties BrANcH: St. Pancras Division 
A meeting of the St. Pancras Division was held at the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine on June 7th, when 
Dr. Izop BENNETT gave an address on the subject of cocliac 
rickets. : 

Dr. Bennett’s account of his original researches on this 
rare disease were of great interest, and he was able to 
illustrate his remarks, not only by lantern slides, but by 
several short films taken of his cases at» Middlesex Hospita!}. 
Having demonstrated in this very clear and convincing manner 
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the characteristic appearances of patients suffering from the 
disease, Dr. Bennett described a number of biochemical and 
radiological investigations which had been made in order to 
discover its cause and, if possible, its cure. While it appeared 
clear from these investigations that inefficient absorption 
from the alimentary canal was the immediate source of the 
trouble, so that these patients were in truth starving in the 
midst of plenty, Dr. Bennett agreed that the primary cause 
of the failure to absorb remained a mystery. Dr. Bennett 
then outlined his method of treatment, and concluded by 
paying a tribute to Dr. Samuel Gee, who had first described 
coeliac disease in 1888. 

The discussion which followed indicated that the care and 
skill which had been employed in the preparation and _ illus- 
tration of this address had been very much appreciated.

MEDICAL RESEARCH AND THE PATENT LAWS 

Sir,—Being chairman of the Joint Chemical Patents 
Committee it is not my intention to join issue in regard 
to matters of opinion as to the right and wrong of patent- 
ing medical inventions, but there are certain paragraphs 
in recent letters printed in your Supplement which may, 
if left uncorrected, lead to misapprehension concerning the 
work of my committee. I therefore ask you to allow me 
to comment on two matters referred to in them. 

First, in regard to a paragraph in Sir Henry Dale’s 
letter which reqgds ‘‘. . . it is on record that an impor- 
tant body of British manufacturers... so far from 
regarding any dedication scheme as unfair and unjust to 
them, put forward and pressed, presumably in their own 
interests, a detailed scheme for the compulsory dedication 
of all patents for remedial substances. ** I have 
italicized the words ‘‘ presumably in their own interests "’ 
because, as has been pointed out to me, the proposal we 
made was put forward in the common interest, not merely 
our own. In bringing forward the dedication scheme 
the Joint Committee was actuated by a desire to solve 
a dificulty the existence of which it fully recognized. 
There is the possibility that others may read into Sir 
Henry Dale’s letter a meaning different from that intended, 
which from the context would appear to be that inasmuch 
a a predominance of manufacturing interests was repre- 
sented on the committee, those interests supported the 
scheme of patent dedication. 

5 Secondly, in his letter of July 9th, Dr. M. Coplans states 

-.+I am credibly informed that the Association of 
British Chemical Manufacturers is entirely opposed to the 
series of four resolutions of the ‘ Conference representing 
four different bodies of medical opinion.’ ’’ This is 
entirely incorrect as regards the Association of British 
Chemical Manufacturers, its Patents Committee, and the 
Joint Chemical Patents Committee. The resolutions 
Were communicated to my committee by the Medical 
Secretary of the British Medical Association, with a 
Fequest for its support in obtaining the inclusion of

the second and third resolutions in the Patents and 
Designs Bill then before Parliament. Resolution 2 contains 
a recommendation that no further patents should be 
granted for inventions dealing with the manufacture of 
‘“serums, toxins, antigens, viruses, bacteriological pro- 
ducts, and active principles natural to the animal body— 
vitamins.’’ This proposal was an entirely new one to my 
committee, and obviously called for careful consideration 
on its part ; but in view of the pressure of other work 
in connexion with this. Bill, which was then passing 
through the House, we decided that it was impossible to 
afford time for the detailed consideration which in all its 
aspects the problem required. Since reaching this con- 
clusion my committee has not again had this matter before 
it for consideration.—I am, etc.,

Sir,—I have read with considerable surprise the some- 

what intemperate letter from Dr. Myers Coplans, under 
the above heading, in the Supplement for July 9th. The 
course which should govern action in respect of medical 
patents is a matter with which I hardly feel competent to 
deal, but I would deprecate the references to Sir Henry 
Dale and his colleagues of the representative conferences 
appointed by the Council of the Association. They, how- 
ever, will doubtless have no difficulty in defending their 
recommendations against Dr. Coplans’s accusations of 
intemperate expression,’ ‘‘ lack of knowledge,’’ and 
mob psychology persecution.” 
In proceeding to deal with a passage in Sir Henry Dale’s 
letter (Supplement, July 2nd, p. 9, col. 2, ‘‘ Resolution 2’’) 
Dr. Coplans objects to the use of the words ‘‘ compara- 
tively recent,’’ omitting, apparently, to realize that these 
are governed by the word “‘ extension ’’ which immediately 
follows, and suggesting that ‘‘ fifty years cannot be con- 
sidered as comparatively recent.’’ Dr. Coplans, however, 
is unfortunate in the instance he cites, as illustrative of 
a patent of fifty years ago, having relation ‘‘to the history 
of the development of the science or economics of applied 
bacteriology,’’ since the terms of Dr. Warlomont’s patent 
contained no reference to the question of the bacterio- 
logical purification of vaccine lymphs. Moreover, there 
exists no basis in fact for the subsequent statement that 
‘‘ the history of this patent exemplifies the value of our 
patenting law in actual practice,’’ seeing that although, as 
stated, a patent was taken out by Dr. Warlomont in 1882, 
it was never operative in this country, no royalties having 
been paid, or even demanded, possibly for the reason that 
the validity of the patent could not be substantiated in 
view of former work on similar lines by Muller and others. 
Existence of the patent was quite unknown to the medical 
profession, and ignored (if known) by other trade pur- 
veyors of vaccine lymphs. 

Vaccine lymph manufactured by Dr. Warlomont was 
for some years sold in London through an agent, Edward 
Darke by name, and was advertised in the medical press. 
But no indication was ever given as to its manufacture 
under a patent, neither was any statement as to the use 
of glycerin in its production published until subsequent to 
the Order of the Local Government Board making the use 
of ‘‘ glycerinated vaccine lymph ’’ compulsory. As a 
matter of fact this term was devised by myself, as 
descriptive of vaccine lymph bacteriologically purified by 
the continued action of glycerin, after the manner first 
described by me in a paper presented to the International 
Congress of Hygiene which met in London in 1891. That 
this work was of a pioneer character may be gathered from 
the space devoted to the matter by the late Lord Lister 
in his Presidential Address to the Royal Society in 1897, 
and from the subsequent award to me of the society's 
Buchanan medal. Consequently, it may fairly be claimed 
that it is my process rather than the patented process 
of Dr. Warlomont which “‘ is to-day the basis of the 
essential and universal method of preparing glycerinated 
calf vaccine lymph in every State and private laboratory 
throughout the world.’’—I am, etc.,

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Sir,—Sir Henry Dale states that the resolutions were ‘‘ not 
aimed at the exceptional position of those who, like Dr. 
Renshaw, regard the patenting of new synthetic remedies as 
essential to the support of their researches,’’ yet he states that 
the resolutions were concerned with two different and wider 
questions: (1) the effect on the general progress of medical 
science of the granting of patents for new remedial agents of 
different kinds; (2) the desirability of the adoption by 
medical men in general of the practice of protecting by 
patent any inventions they make in the medical field. Does 
Sir Henry seriously consider that (1) and (2) do not seriously 
concern the position of individuals who are conducting research 
at their own expense and that therefore (1) and (2) may not 
reflexly be affected thereby? If so it is an example of lack 
of clarity of thinking which is unexampled in my experience 
of public affairs, and the sooner greater ‘‘ vision ’’ is acquired 
by Sir Henry Dale and his colleagues the sooner will they 
realize how their efforts are going to impede research in this 
country. 

I have a certain amount of sympathy with those who 
regard research from the idealistic standpoint. Personally 
I regard it from the practical standpoint—for example, in how 
short a time is it possible to clear up a number of out- 
standing problems which urgently require solution. In my 
opinion it is desirable to bring into this work some of the 
large industrial organizations which are fitted by their chemical 
resources and the manufacture of complex intermediate 
products to further research very definitely. Unfortunately 
the mistaken ethical attitude in this country to patents— 
arising from an entire lack of knowledge of the patent law— 
has hindered the joint action between medical research workers 
and men in practice from more actively working in co-opera- 
tion with these industrial chemical resources. In Germany 
it is different. In that country to-day there are hundreds 
of chemists working upon chemotherapeutic remedies as com- 
pared with a mere handful in this country. 

Sir Henry Dale may choose to misunderstand my objection 
to Resolution 3 regarding synthetic remedies. I objected to 
this, not because it allowed patenting, but because of the 
controlling final resolution which urged medical men not to 
apply for patents until a dedication committee is formed. The 
function of such a committee is best illustrated by the recent 
decision taken by the Medical Research Council regarding the 
Spahlinger bovine tuberculin antigen. This council, having 
been consulted, considers that a case has been made out for 
trying its immunizing effect in cattle but not in human beings. 
I hold no brief for M. Spahlinger, but it is obvious that if 
a case has been made out for the one it has been made out 
for the other. Bovine tuberculosis constitutes the greater 
part of surgical tuberculosis in this country as affecting 
human beings. Here, then, is one way in which a comniittee 
may block the researches of an individual. In such an 
instance, had Spahlinger patented the vaccine and_ dedicated 
the patent he would have had no redress, and the matter 
would have been “‘ laid on the table.’’ This is an instance, 
not the strongest by any means, in which the inventor who 
knows more about his remedy than anyone else is to be held 
up by a ‘‘ dedication committee.’’ 

There are four alternative methods in this country regarding 
research: (1) Do it—financed by Government or other means. 
(2) Do it—financed by your own private means. (3) Do it— 
financed by your own earnings. (4) Don’t do any research. 
In my own instance (1), (2), and (4) were out of the question 
for the type of work I wished to do and the way in which 
I wished to do it in my spare time. In method (3) I had 
to choose between making an increased fee for my ordinary 
laboratory examinations and paying for research out of the 
surplus, or by managing in a fair and businesslike way to 
make research pay for itself. In the latter way I have 
earned and expended on research in the last ten years several 
thousand pounds, and have examined some 400 complex 
organic compounds for use in trypanosomiasis, or in kala-azar, 
streptococcal infections, anthrax infections, and in cancer. 
Would anyone tolerate the suggestion that it is ‘‘ undesirable ’’ 
to have done this—as the joint committee wishes to indicate 
—by the only method which could have been adopted ? 

The argument of Sir Henry Dale regarding the obstructive 
nature of patents has been dealt with by Dr. Myers Coplans. 
I did not propose that research should be centred round 
overcoming ‘‘ obstructive ’’ patents. I suggest, however, that 
if manufacturing firms wish to benefit by researches which

have been patented they should either pay the very smal 
royalty necessary for them to obtain a compulsory licence 
to manufacture it under Section 38a (2) of the Patents and 
Designs Acts, 1907 and 1919 (Consolidated), in the cage of 
food or medicinal substance ; or in the case of any oll 
article in the medical field should, in the event of abuse of 
monopoly, claim either a compulsory licence or revocation 
under Section 27 ; or, alternatively, spend money in endeavoyr. 
ing to improve upon the process and thereby obtain an 
alternative patent. It certainly is not just that a firm, with. 
out having spent one penny upon the development of a 
product, should be in the same position as another which ma 
have spent £10,000 to £20,000 in developing a particula 
process. 

Further, Sir Henry Dale states that this movement arose 
from the chemical manufacturers and certain chemical SOCieties 
themselves. The truth is that manufacturers in this country 
realized that patents were necessary if research applications 
in this country were to keep abreast of Continental ang 
other work. The B.M.A. was approached to see if. some 
relaxation of the ethical attitude of the profession could hy 
obtained to further this end. The dedication scheme was 
accepted by the Ethical Committee as a way out, but the 
compulsory nature of this scheme caused its defeat. Further, 
the support of the Association of Manufacturing Chemists 
and also of the Institute of Chemistry was withdrawn whey 
it was realized by them that already medical men coy 
take out patents if they wished and could make arrange. 
ments with manufacturing concerns. Since then their official 
attitude has not been in favour of a dedicated patents’ scheme 
or of the recent proposals suggested by the joint committee, 
but of the proper and fair use of the present patent law. 

Under the Patents and Designs Acts, 1907 and 1919 (Cop. 
solidated), ample safeguards exist against any possible abusg 
of such protection, and the Act should be studied by the 
Representative Body before voting upon the present scheme, 
The following is an extract from Section 38a: 

“In the case of any patent for an invention intended for or 
capable of being used for the preparation or production of food or 
medicine, the Comptroller shall, unless he sees good reason to the 
contrary, grant to any person applying for the same a licence 
limited te the use of the invention for the purposes of the pre 
paration of food or medicine but not otherwise ; and, in settling 
the terms of such licence and in fixing the amount of royalty o 
other consideration payable, the Comptroller shall have regard to 
the desirability of making the food or medicine available to the 
public at the lowest possible price consistent with giving the 
inventor due reward for the research leading to the invention. 
Any decision of the Comptroller under this subsection shall b 
subject to appeal to the court.”’ 

Sir H. Dale talks about the traditional medical attitude 
whereby new medical knowledge is given freely and openly 
for the use of all. May I ask whether the patenting of 
insulin withheld any such knowledge? Was it not rather 
advisable that the manufacture of such a remedy should bk 
patented in order that adequate control of such a powerful 
product be obtained so as to ensure adequate standardization? 
What would have been the result had anyone rushed into 
its manufacture and sale? I predict that far more uncer 
tainty would have attended its use. Dr. Coplans has shown 
how such a patent, with all its attendant information, 
ultimately falls into public use. This is surely better than the 
alternative suppression of information, which many firms ate 
bound to adopt if the B.M.A. prevents patenting in certaia 
parts of the medical field ; and it was for this reason that 
the Patent Law was evolved—to prevent the suppression and 
subsequent loss of valuable information. It would surely & 
well for the R.B. to pause and consider whether these very 
valuable safeguards are to be lost in return for what 1s at 
present an entirely idealistic and nebulous scheme. 

There is probably no branch of learning in which details 
could so easily be masked and ultimately lost as in biological 
processes, and it is surely better that these details should be 
preserved in the form of a patent which can be perused by 
everyone than that they should be kept in the secret book 
of a manufacturing organization. The objections to a patented 
process are due to the entire lack of understanding by the 
average professional man of the very nature of a patent 
understood by law. When these are realized it is plain that 
there are no fundamental objections such as the joint om 
mittee has pleased to believe exist.—I am, etc.,

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FUTURE OF PUBLIC MEDICAL SERVICES 
Sir,—Dr. Newell's last letter (Supplement, July 9th) puts 
me in a quandary. To reply fully to his statements would 
take up too much of your space ; to leave them unchallenged 
may Jead those interested to come to erroneous conclusions 
regarding the future of public medical services. In brief, 
Dr. Newell suggests improvements in these services and their 
extension all over the country. Any such suggestions must 
always be welcome, but before they can be of practical use 
they must be based on (1) an accurate knowledge of the 
existing conditions, and (2) sound financial or arithmetical 
data. It is to be regretted that the suggestions put forward 

fail in many directions to fulfil these requirements. 

Membership of the London Public Medical Service is not 
limited, except that it involves a certain amount of vision 
on the part of the doctor. The maximum income limit is 
£5 per week. Conflicting statements in Dr. Newell’s letter 
regarding the adequacy of a 9s. capitation fee and limitation 
of membership are sufficiently obvious to require no further 
comment here. Administration expenses in existing public 
medical services are about 12 to 22 per cent. ; the 2} per 
cent. suggested would be quite inadequate. 

But when we come to the figures submitted by Dr. Newell 
I feel that some detailed comment must be made. For 
instance, we have the statement that, “‘ . the mean cf 
these four groups gives an income per head per year cf 
£1 2s. 4d. For 1,000 it is £2; and thus the yearly income 
would be at least £2,000 per 1,000 persons.’’ Though con- 
version schemes are very much in the air just now, figures 
are notoriously so stubborn—perhaps one might say 
‘capricious *’—that one feels that the ease with which Dr. 
Newell can change the uncouth figure of £1 2s. 4d. into the 
fair round sum of £2 can only be described as “‘ too, too 
marvellous ’’ ; one can merely speculate on what would have 
happened had Dr. Newell conducted the recent experiment 
on the Brocken! 

Still going on to “‘ elucidate the general idea ’’ the letter 
states that to pay a doctor attending 1,000 patients at the 
rate of 13s. per head would take £1,300, but this figure 
obviously should be £650, which considerably upsets the 
suggested budget. It is not surprising after this to find that 
the estimate for a salaried service that follows does not add 
up either to £1,000 or £2,000, even if we add £50 for 
administration. I am sure that Dr. Newell will appreciate 
that more satisfactory figures than these must be produced 
before his scheme will get the attention it merits. 

There are resolutions by two London Divisions on the 
agenda of the Annual Representative Meeting which suggest 
the establishment of a committee to co-ordinate the methods 
of Public Medical Services, established and projected, through- 
out the country. Until such a commitee is in a position to 
deal with these matters, it is to be hoped that suggestions 
from Dr, Newell and others interested in this important 
development of medical practice will continue to appear in 
the Supfplement.—I am, etc.,

THE CAPITATION FEE 

Sir—During the next few years, while no substantial 
changes in medical services are in contemplation or financially 
possible, the British Medical Association would do well to 
strengthen the scope of general practice, rather than to spend 
so much of its energies in launching schemes on _ paper. 
Surely the time is ripe. Bureaucracy has become identified 
in the public mind with those ‘‘ world causes ’’ which have 
brought financial disaster to this country. After incredible 
expenditure and interference in every aspect of private life, 
no single Government Department has made a success of its 
job. It will be a grave mistake to think that the treatment 
of the nation in the future is merely a question of providing 
hospital beds under the control of a public authority. It must 
be realized that institutional treatment as such is contrary 
to national instincts. 

What is the present position as to the capitation fee? It 
has reached a level at which it is no longer profitable to 


Work. Unless the B.M.A. takes strong action it will be 
reduced again before any of the permanent officials are 


dispensed with. The only limit will come when panel practi- 
Uoners withdraw in large numbers from the panel. 
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To say that encroachments on private practice are too 
well established to be changed now is most hopeful ; such 
language is current coin before any 1evolutionary change. 
In particular, the work of school medical officers should be 
returned to the general practitioner. The world is gradually 
swinging back to individualism: certainly a modified form, 
but very different from the ‘‘ Dora’’ policy of Government 
service. The only scheme which officialdom has had to offer 
has been lavish expenditure, with multiplication of Govern- 
ment servants. This has failed.—I am, etc.,
